13, 1953.

FINANCIAL REPORTS 
Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibits I-A & II-A) 
Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years ended 
December 31, 1950-1951, and December 31, 1951-1952, are 
presented in Exhibits I-A and II-A, respectively. As indi- 
cated therein, the Surplus increased by $28,536.33 in 1951, and 
$11,531.86 in 1952.

In the fiscal year ended December 31, 1951, a net revenue 
surplus of $30,163.28, less a net overdraft of appropriations of 
$11,429.09, resulted in a net budget surplus of $18,734.19. 

In 1952 a net revenue surplus of $30,238.04, plus a net un- 
expended balance of appropriations of $7,434.77, resulted in a 
net budget surplus of $37,672.81. 
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Summaries of Receipts and Expenditures: 
Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 1951 (Exhibit I-E)

Summaries of the receipts and expenditures of the Coun- 
ty, made up in accordance with the uniform classification of 
accounts, for the fiscal years ended December 31, 1951 and 
1952, are presented in Exhibits I-E and II-E, respectively. 


ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 


All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the 
Superior Court during the periods under review were ex- 
amined and compared with the Treasurer’s records. Support- 
ing invoices and payrolls were also examined and the classi- 
fication of expenditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s bal- 
ance as of December 31, 1951 and December 31, 1952, is shown 
in Exhibits I-F and IL-F, respectively. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the 
Superior Court of Coos County were examined. Court receipts 
were checked by source, insofar as possible, and found to be 
properly recorded. Court orders issued by the Clerk were 
supported by invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the 
approval of a Superior Court Justice. 


COUNTY FARM AND HOSPITAL 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm and County Hospital were examined. Receipts 
of the Farm from the sale of milk and cream, wood, live- 
stock and produce, and from boarders were checked by 
source through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts of 
the Farm and Hospital, as recorded in the cash book, were 
properly accounted for by the Superintendent through de- 
posits in the bank to the credit of the County Treasurer’s 
accounts. 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of the 
County Institutions for the years 1951 and 1952 are presented 
in Exhibits I-G and II-G, respectively. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
County Hospital — Accounts Receivable:

During the last two years 235 individual accounts, aggre- 
gating $12,014.28, were turned over to the American Credit 
Bureau of Chicago, Illinois, for collection. Inasmuch as the 
larger part of these were for accounts prior to the year 1947, 
the cards were placed in a separate file and are not included 
in the accounts receivable as of December 31, 1952, as 
reported herewith. 

It is recommended that a monthly report of hospital ac- 
counts receivable be made by the Superintendent to the Board 
of County Commissioners. This would be in a summarized 
form as follows:

As part of the audit, verification notices were mailed 
from this office to persons whose accounts appeared as un- 
paid according to the records. 


Welfare Cases at County Hospital: 

In order that the Hospital may receive the proper credit 
for the care of County Welfare patients, it is recommended 
that itemized monthly bills for the hospitalization of such 
cases be rendered to the County Commissioners by the Hos- 
pital. The Commissioners would then issue a check to the 
Hospital in settlement of the monthly account. If this is done, 
the charge would be against the appropriation for ‘‘Poor Off 
Farm’’ and the Hospital would receive credit for services 
furnished welfare cases. 

This change should be inaugurated at the beginning of 
the fiscal year and the County Budget for the year in which 
the change takes place and succeeding years should reflect 
the revised procedure as follows: 


(1) The appropriation for ‘‘Poor Off Farm’’ should be 
increased by an amount sufficient to cover the esti- 
mated cost of County Welfare cases at the Hospital. 

(2) The estimated revenue from the Hospital should be 
increased by a like amount, 
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It will be seen that this recommendation affects the ac- 
counting only and will not either increase or decrease the 
amount of the County tax. 

Conclusion: 

In accordance with Section 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws 
of 1939, a copy of this report or a summary of its essential 
features should be published in the next annual report of the 
County. This letter of transmittal should be included in its 
entirety but the publication of Exhibits is optional. 

The appreciation and thanks of this Division is hereby 
expressed to the officials of Coos County and their office staffs 
for the assistance rendered during the course of the audit.

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Report of County Commissioners 


To the Citizens of Coos County: 


In compliance with the Laws of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, the Commissioners of Coos County present their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1953, together with 
reports of the Treasurer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, 
Superintendent of the County Farm, Hospital, and House of 
Correction, Jail, and Auditors. 

The County has had a very good financial year. It has 
ended the 1953 fiscal year with a net Budget Surplus of 
$23,420.36. 

Taxes were reduced by $6,700.00 from 1952. 

The kitchen at the County Farm was remodeled at a cost 
of $6,302.60. A farm tractor was also purchased at a cost of 
$2,635.95. 

The County Farm had an Overdraft of $30,913.76 due to 
falling prices in milk and livestock, also due to the cost of 
extra help because of having fewer prisoners in the jail who 
could work on the farm. 

We also went into an extensive painting program through- 
out the Hospital and Farm Buildings. The Farm is twenty- 
two years old and now is beginning to require a greater 
amount of maintenance. Everything is being done to keep 
all buildings in good condition. 

The Revenue from the Farm was $120,688.13, the largest 
amount ever received. 

To all employees of the County, officials of the Towns and 
the City of Berlin, who have aided us in the administration of 
County affairs, and to all individuals, clubs, and organizations 
who have so kindly contributed to the welfare and happiness 
of the inmates of our institutions, we are very grateful.

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Superintendent’s Report 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners and Tax Payers of 
Coos County: 


1953 has been a busy, interesting and pleasant year at the 
Coos County Institution. On the farm the herd has been im- 
proved with considerable increase in milk production. Crops 
were excellent, including a fifteen acre plot of oats that pro- 
duced better than seventy bushels to the acre. A new Ford 
tractor with saw, buckets, loader and track equipment, was 
purchased. 


In the hospital, private, semi-private rooms and the OBS 
ward were painted in pastel colors and equipped with new 
drapes, foam rubber mattresses. Several new upholstered 
chairs and floor lamps were also purchased. In the semi- 
private rooms, the OBS ward and the Men’s Ward, bed cur- 
tains were installed. Two new plastic bassinets were added 
in the nursery. Stainless steel utensils have replaced worn 
out enameled ware. 


Mrs. Pearl Lakin, R. N., is our very efficient Head Nurse. 
Miss Gloria Washburn, R. N., is Head Operating Room nurse 
and is assisted by Mrs. Willetta Leavitt, R. N. Mr. John 
Hapgood continues as Laboratory Technician. There were 
710 hospital admissions and 600 outpatients. 587 X-rays were 
taken and 887 laboratory tests. There were 276 operations, 
165 births, 39 deaths. Average patient stay was 10.7 days, 
average baby stay 4.9 days, average hospital daily census, 36. 


The Sterilizing Room, supply room and O. R., have been 
painted. A new Kinet-O-Meter four unit gas machine has 
been installed in the O. R. Considerable equipment was pur- 
chased from the Clinic, in Berlin, including instruments, a 
stretcher, chairs, bureaus, etc. 


The major project in the plant was the combination of 
our two kitchens into one modern kitchen in the basement. 
New equipment included a Blodgett gas oven, Baker’s table, 
Magic Chef gas range and Add-A-Unit open top gas range, 
a Hotpoint Fryer, stainless steel double pot sink and shelf, 
steam table, Hot Food truck and a Blakeshee Dishwashing 
Machine with built in pre-rinse, all stainless steel dish tables 
and cook’s sink. The dumb-waiter was lined with stainless 
steel and we have large stainless steel dish boxes to convey 
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soiled dishes. Clean, sterilized dishes are returned in racks 
to their departments. We have also purchased several stain- 
less steel and heavy aluminum cooking pots, pans, etc. 

We were happy to entertain the Coos County Delegation 
on March 27th, the Finance Committee on several occasions, 
and a State Nutrition Meeting on Oct. 7th. Several groups of 
school children have toured the plant and farm, and many 
individuals have shown a similar interest. 

At Christmas time, we were remembered by several 
groups of Carollers, the Salvation Army, Church, Grange and 
Legion Auxiliary organizations and the Beecher Falls Mfg. 
Company. Mr. Harry Hikel has continued his generous 
weekly supply of the ‘‘News & Sentinel’’, tray favors, for 
various holidays, have been given by several groups of 
young people, and books, magazines and flowers have been 
donated by many kind individuals. 

Father Gilbert and Rev. Bowers, have continued their 
faithful administration to the spiritual needs of our people 
with regular services in the chapel. 

It has been a pleasure to work under the administration 
of County Commissioners Roy, Rich and Hicks. They have 
at all times, been most cooperative and helpful. 

We extend our most sincere appreciation to the doctors, 
nurses and all employees who have given us such loyal sup- 
port and splendid cooperation. Our thanks, too, to our friends, 
and neighbors who are always considerate and helpful. 

May we again extend to you all, an invitation to visit 
your County Institution at any time you desire to do so. 
Visitors are always welcome. Hospital patients may be 
visited between 2 and 4 p.m., and 7 to 9 p.m. House of Cor- 
rection and Jail inmates may be visited from 2 to 4 p.m. on 
Sundays only.
